REMARKS 

Claim 80 has been rejected by the Examiner. Claims 1, 3-14, 16-18, 20, 21, 23-25, 
27-30, 33-35, 37-43, 55-59, 61-66, 68-72, 76-80, and 82-92 are pending in the application. 
The outstanding issues in the present Office Action are: 

Claim 80 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 

Claim 81 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if written in independent form 

I. General 

In response, claim 81 has been canceled. Applicants have amended independent 
claim 80 to include the limitation as substantially previously recited in claim 81. 

New claims 86-92 have been presented for consideration. These claims do not add 
new matter to the application and are supported by the specification and drawing as originally 
filed. New claims 86-88 are directly or indirectly dependent from independent claim 84. 
New independent claim 89 is substantially similar to amended independent claim 80 except 
that claim 89 is a method claim, whereas claim 80 is a system claim. New claims 90-92 are 
directly or indirectly dependent from independent claim 82. Accordingly, Applicants submit 
that new claims 86-92 are allowable.
